SENT STAGE, FAIL AND NOT DO THE DESIRED DAMAGE AT ONCE.

Such a positively charged spaceship would also have antigravitic action 
BY VIRTUE of THE BIEFIELO-BrOWN EFFECT, WHICH IS THE TENDENCY OF A CHARGED 
CONDENSER TO MOVE IN THE DIRECTION OF THE POSITIVE CHARGE. ThIS IS NOT 
A THEORY BUT AN EXPERIMENTALLY ESTABLISHED FACT . (I TALLICS HIs) IT OAN 
BE EXPLAINED ON THE BASIS OF THE "ETHER VORTEX CONCEPT," BECAUSE IN A 
CHARGED condenser, JUST AS I N A CHARGED HYDROGEN ATOM, THERE IS A DIRECT 
FLOW OF ETHER FROM THE POSITIVE CHARGE TO THE NEGATIVE CHARGE. ThIS NEC¬ 
ESSARILY REDUCES THE ETHER PRESSURE ON THE OUTER SIDE OF THE POSITIVE CHARGE 
AND INCREASES IT ON THE OUTER SIDE OF THE NEGATIVE CHARGE. If WE ACCEPT 
THE MODERN VIEW THAT GRAVITY IS CAUSED BY A PRESSURE GRADIENT IN THE ETHER 
THEN SUCH A DIFFERENCE OF PRESSURE ON OPPOSITE SIDES OF A CHARGED CONDENSER 
WOULD FORCE THE CONDENSER IN THE DIRECTION OF THE POSITIVE CHARGE. 

A POSITIVELY CHARGED SPACESHIP OR SAUCER, IN CONJUNCTION WITH THE EARTH, 

WOULD CONSTITUTE SUCH A CONDENSER. ALTHOUGH THE EARTH IS ALWAYS AT ZERO 
POTENTIAL IT WOULD BE NEGATIVE RELATIVE TO THE POSITIVELY CHARGED SPACESHIP. 

The ether would,therefore, flow directly from the spaceship to earth AND 

THIS WOULD REDUCE THE ETHER PRESSURE ON THE UPPER SIDE OF THE SPACESHIP. 

Suck a reduction of pressure immediately above the spaceship would result 

IN A LIFTING FORCE DIRECTLY IN OPPOSITION TO THE DOWNWARD PULL OF GRAVITY. 

By CONTROLLING THE INTENSITY OF THE ELECTROSTATIC CHARGE IT SHOULD BE POS¬ 
SIBLE TO EITHER TO KEEP THE SPACESHIP HOVERING IN MID-AIR OR TO MOVE IT 
VERTICALLY UPWARDS. 

If gravitational forces can be overcome in THIS MANNER THEN INERTIAL FORCES 
WOULD PROBABLY ALSO BE AFFECTED. IN THE USUAL METHODS OF PROPULSION THE 
DRIVING FORCE IS APPLIED MECHANICALLY AT ONLY ONE PLACE. THIS PRODUCES 
AN undesirable INERTIAL REACTION UPON THE PILOT AND WOULD INSTANTLY KILL 
ANY HUMAN. ThE ACCELERATION IS SUCH AS HAS BEEN FREQUENTLY OBSERVED IN 
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THE MOVEMENTS OF FtVINQ SAUCERS. WtTH THE EUECTROSTATIf^ 

KINO SUGGESTED ABOVE, THE ORIVINC FORCE IS NOT APPLIED MECHANICALLV BUT 
ELECTROSTATICALLY TO THE VEHtCLE AND PILOT ALIKE. ThE PILOT WOULD, THERE¬ 
FORE, MOVE ALONG WITH THE SHIP WITHOUT EXPERIENCING ANY SERIOUS INERTAIL 
REACTION. This scheme has another interesting POSSIBILITY. A PERSON COULD 
WEAR NEXT TO HIS BODY A METALLIC BELT CONTAINING A SUPPLY OF SUPERMATTER 
undergoing GRADUAL DISINTEGRATION 80 AS TO KEEP HIS BODY POSITIVELY CHARGED. 
His BODY IN CONJUNCTION WITH THE EARTH WOULD THEN CONSTITUTE AN ELECTRIC 
CONDENSER AND WOULD BE SUBJECT TO THE BlEFIELD-B rOWN EFFECT 60 AS TO RELIEVE 
HIM OF AT LEAST A PORTION OF HIS WEIGHT.”

TIME SHE COULD SHOW IT TO Mr. VaLENTI IT APPEARED TO BE ABOUT THREE FEET,

THEM. Colored people usually don't have hallucinations and when they do 
THEY ARE A GREAT DEAL MORE DAZZLING THAN THIS REPORT. I KNEW FEW COLORED 
people in this AREA WHO ARE INTERESTED A GREAT DEAL IN CELESTIAL PHENOMENA. 
Rush describes this man as having been somewhat reticent to speak of it 
AT ALL AND ONLY DECIDED TO DO SO WHEN HE HEARD SOME OTHERS DISCUSSING SpUTNIK,

COMES OUT. The FLAWS in rivalry HISSILE^^WISE seems to BE IN THE FACT THAT 
THE DIFFERENT SERVICES, WORKING TOWARD tHEIR OWN ACCRANOIEEMENT AND rORbE^TtNc

MENT OF MISSILES OF PARALLEL PERFORMANCE. It WOULD BE'A TERRIBLE THING 
TO PUT MONTHS, EVEN YEARS, OF WORK ON A SINGLE MISSILE, FIND IT FULL OF 
BUGS AND UNDEPENDABLE WITHOUT ANOTHER COMPARABLE UNIT TO FALL BACK ON. 

In the Navy duplicate performances between numerous floating units is not 
ONLY present BUT DESIRABLE. THERE ARE THREE OR MORE TYPES OF VESSELS THAT 
CAN FIRE TORPEDOES. THERE MUST BE’A HALF DOZEN SHIPS FROM CORVETTES UP 
TO THE LARGEST DESTROYERS THAT CAN, IF NEED BE, FUNCTION IN DEPTH CHARGE 

COMBAT. Practically every Navy ship afloat has anti-aircraft protection 

OF NUMEROUS SORTS...ACAIN NOT OF ANY SINGLE VARIETY EXCEPT IN THE VERY 
SMALLEST WHOSE SIZE PREVENTS THEIR CARRYING SOME OF THE HEAVIER ARMAMENT. 

Germany in the last war suffered and probably lost the war through super¬ 
specialization IN aircraft...AS WELL AS NaVAL CRAFT. 

Their bombers were neither big nor fast enough, their payloads were low 

AND THEIR EFFICIENCY LOWER. ThEY DAMAGED BRITAIN GREATLY BUT AS SHORT AS 
WERE THEIR FLIGHT DISTANCES THE DAMAGE DONE WAS NOTHING COMPARED TO OUR 
DAMAGE TO JAPAN OVER DISTANCES TEN TIMES FARTHER. THEIR NaVY WAS ALMOST 
ENTIRELY SUBMARINE ANO THOUGH THEY DID TREMENDOUS DAMAGE THEY WERE DEFEATED 
IN THE END BY THE VERSATILITY OF THE FORCES ARRAYED AGAINST THEM...SURFACE 
AND AIR. They had large and efficient surface VESSELS SUCH AS THEIR POCKET 
BATTLESHIPS ANO THE CRUISERS PRINCE EugEN AND SCHARNHORST, SUPER-BATTLESHIPS 
SUCH AS THE BiSMARK AND THE TiRPITZ. ThESE HAD THEIR NUISANCE VALUE BUT 
COULD NOT BE SAID TO HAVE INFLUENCED THE WAR ONE WAY OR ANOTHER. ThEY PLACED 
THEIR'ENTIRE MILITARY PHILOSOPHY ON TANKS, PLANES AND SUBMARINES. OF THE 
THREE, SOBS CIO MORE DAMAGE IN THE OVERALL SENSE...TONNAGE DESTROYED AND 
THE LIKE, THE TANKS TAKING SECOND PLACE BECAUSE THEY WERE TOUGH, HIGHLY 
MOBILE AND NEW IN THE WAV GERMANY USED THEM. COUNTER MEASURES FOR ALL THREE 
WERE EVENTUALLY ACHIEVED, BUT THEY WERE NEVER ABLE TO ALTER OR COUNTER THE

A PINNACLE IN THE B-29. 

Now THERE IS UPSET BECAUSE WE OON*T HAVE ONE GOOD MISSILE IN THE IRBM OR 
ICBM CATEGORIES. 'A GOOD ONE ABOUT THIS TIME WOUI_B ALLOW A LOT OF PEOPLE 
TO BREATHE EASIER, BUT I FOR ONE WOULD BREATHE TWICE AS EASY IF WE HAD'SIX. 

Of THESE SIX l*D LIKE TO SEE THREE OF TREMENDOUS VERSATILITY. ThAT IS, 
LAUNCHABLE FROM' A FLOATING PLATFORM SUCH AS A CRUISER, BATTLESHIP (CONVERTED 
FOR THE PURPOSE, OF COURSE) AND ESPECIALLY WOULD I LIKE TO SEE THREE OR FOUR 
MISSILES DESIGNED TO BE FIRED UNDERWATER FROM A SUBMARINE. ThE SUBMARINE 
MISSILE LAUNCHER IS NOW THE LEADING CHARACTER IN THE pRAMA. At THE PRESENT 
THERE IS NO REALLY GOOD OPPOSITION TO SUBMARINE MISSILE ATTACK AS WE HAVE 
POINTED OUT BEFORE. ThB AIRCRAFT CARRIER WHILE BETTER THAN A LAND BASE 
PRESENTS SOME GLARING WEAKNESSES, BUT JUST THE SAME I THINK WE SHOULD HAVE 
THEM FOR JUST ANOTHER POTENT OF VULNERABLE FORCE WHICH CAN BE MOUNTED IN 
TIME OF NEED. 1*0 BE THE FIRST TO OBJECT TO A PURELY SUBMARINE COMPLEX 
OF DEFENSE ANO OFFENSE. I OBJECT TO A PURE, ANY SORT OF OFFENSIVE AND 
DEFENSIVE WEAPON. To BEGIN WITH THERE IS NOT THE SLIGHTEST ASSURANCE THAT

Is IT OUT OF THE REALM OF REASON THAT AN ANTI-ROCKET DEVICE COULO BE PER¬ 
FECTED THAT WOULD INTERCEPT OUR ICBMs? EvEN IN THIS DAY OF HABITUALLY TREATING 
AIRCRAFT AS OBSOLETE,I CAN SEE WHERE THEY MIGHT BE DESPERATELY NEEDED. 

The trouble with one service shouldering all the responsibility in weapons 

IS THAT THE SERVICES ABE NOTORIOUSLY PARTISAN ANO NO AMOUNT OF LEGISLATION 
CAN END IT SHORT OF THE DEATH PENALTY FOR STUPIDITY. ThAT, I*M AFRAID, 

WOULD DECIMATE US TO THE POINT OF DANGER..;0R MAYBE INVINCIBILITY. If SAY 

THE Navy or Airforce were given the burden, the public would get nothing 
BUT A roundelay OP ROSY SELF PRAISE. IT WOULD BE ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE FOR 
ANYONE TO REALLY FIND OUT HOW GOOD OUR ABILITIES WERE. ThE SERVICES HAVE

AS OPPOSING THE B>36« ThE REASON ^OR THIS MYOPIA WAS NOT RlfcAoiLY APPARENT 
AS WAS REVEALED IN THE HEARINGS, BUT THAT»S THE WAY THEY THOUGHT. HAAOLT 
A YEAR PASSED BEFORE IT BECAME OBVIOUS THAT ANYTHING AS HUGE AND VULNERABLE 
AS THE B-36 WOULD BE A SITTING DUCK TO A FIGHTER ARMED WITH AIR TO AIR 
ROCKETS. They are still building carriers although their IMPORTANCE HAS 
WANED CONSIDERABLY. TIME WAS IN FAVOR OF THE NaVY AND AGAINST THE AlR FORCE.

There should be a board of civilians whose sole office would be the recep¬ 
tion AND EVALUATION OF CRITICISM FROM WITHIN THE SERVICES. ThE WAY THE 
SERVICES ABHOR AND EVADE CRITICISM IS THE BEST EVIDENCE FOR THE NEED OF 
IT. If it WERE LEFT TO THE SERVICE INVOLVED, EVERY GOOF FROM 1775 TO THE
